STATISTICS OFFICE SUBMITS 
INTERESTING FIGURES 


Land in the Dominion is Placed at 
$38.60—The Lowest Value is Shown 
for Alberta, and the Highest for 
British Columbia—Average Rate of 
Wages Shown for Farm Labor. 


Ottawa.—The census and Statistics 
office give out a statement on farm 
land values, the values of farm ani- 
mals and of the average wage paid 
farm and domestic help. The statis- 
tics are based on the reports of regular 
correspondents in every constituency 
in the Dominion. 

The average vaiue of occupied farm 


land in the Dominion is placed at! 


$38.60 as against $35.70 last year. 
All the provinces except Prince Ed- 
ward Island and British Columbia 
show slightly increased values over 
last year. This upward tendency is 
due to the increased market value of 
all kinds of farm products. The lowest 
value, $20.46, is shown for Alberta, 
and the highest, $73.44, for British 
Columbia. Values are high in the last 
named 


there in orchard and small fruits. 

The average value of occupied 
farms in Manitoba shows an increase 
of $1.64, in Saskatchewan $1.14 and 
in Alberta an increase of $2.26 per 
acre over last year. In four of the 
provinces the value is over $30 per 
acre, being $32.07 in Prince Edward 
Island, $30.50 in Nova Scotia, $43.37 
in Quebec, $50.22 in Ontario and 
$73.44 in British Columbia, In New 
Brunswick the average is $23.77, in 
Manitoba $28.94, in Saskatchewan 
$21.54; and in Alberta $20.46 per acre, 

Although the values of farm ani- 
mals are very close to those of last 
year, yet they show a steady increase 
for all classes in all the provinces. 
The average value of horses at the 
end of the year is $49.29 for those un- 
der one year old, as against $46 last 
year, $106 as against $100 for those of 
from three years and over. Horses of 
the last class have the highest value 
in the western provinces, being $187 
in Manitoba, $180 in Saskatchewan 
$165 in British Columbia and $150 in 
Alberta. 
are about $144. In the maritime pro- 
vinces they are $126 to $137. 

Milch cows have an average value 
in the Dominion of $36 as _ against 
$34 last year. In the Maritime pro- 
vinces they have a value of $31, in the 
Northwest provinces $30, in Quebec 
$33, in Ontario $40 and in British 
Columbia $51. These averages are 
generally close for all the provinces, 
the lowest value being in New Bruns- 
wick and the highest in Ontario and 
British Columia 

The average wages during the sum- 
mer season for competent farm hands 
is $23.69 per month for males and 
$11.08 for females, exelusive of board, 
and per year $226.29 and $116.08 for 
males and females of the same elass.

Mr. Watts pointed out that the On- 
tario milla give wo preference to grain 
shipped from C. P. R. terminals over 
grain shipped from privately owned 
elevators, 

In answer to a question by Sir Rieh- 
ard Cartwright, it was stated by Mr, 
Shaw that he estimated that the de- 
preciation eaused by the manipulation 
of grain in transit and at) terminal 
elevators amounted to one and a half 
cents per bushel. Mr. Ewing on be-

{A SHORT GOURSE IN AGRIGULTURE | 


Will be held at Lethbridge from 


Feb. 8th to 19th, 1910 


Instruction will be given in Live Stock, Poultry Raising and Grain Raising. 


Two cars of selected live stock will be used for demonstration purposes, and lec 
tures given on the subjects of breeding, feeding and the care and management of 
stock. 

Instruction in poultry raising will cover all phases of the subject with incubators 
and brooders in operation, Crate fattening and marketing will be specially demon- 
strated. 

The subject of grain raising will receive particular attention. 
laid upon soil cultivation, under irrigation and dry farming conditions, 
grains, grasses and weeds will be used for illustrative purposes. 

The Lethbridge board of trade is offering two silver cups, one as a prize for 
proficiency in the judging of live stock and one for proficiency in judging grain. 
This board has also arranged for convention rates with the railroads. If a sufficient 
number attend the school single fare rates will be allowed. It will be necessary to 
purchase a single ticket to Lethbridge, and at the same time secure a standard con 
vention certificate.
